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THE MANS VICTIM. 


THE APPEARANCE OF A STRANGE 
COUPLE IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


The Man Passes the Girl Off as His Own 
Daughter—His Srutal Treatment 
of Her—The Murder, 


Demorest, Ga., November 3.—[Special.J]— 
One of the most horrible crimes ever com- 
mitted in northeast Georgia was perpetrated 
Friday morning last, just at daybreak, upon a 
little girl about twelve years of age, and whose 
nameissuppssed to be Minnie Bell, about 
eight or nine miles west of Cleveland, in 
White county. 

THE HIRED MAN. 

About two months ago, a man, who gave his 
name Charlie Jolly, anda little girl, walked 
up to Mr. Andy Adams’s honse, and the man 
wanted work. He was hired to help about the 
farm and look after cattle. The girl, he said, 
was hischild; that her mother and several 
other children had died in Texas, and there 
were none left but -himself and girl, and that 
he had come to this mountain fastness for his 
health. 

HIDDEN IN THE MOUNTAINS. 

A word about this particular location. This 
part of White county is mountainous in the 
extreme and exceedingly wild, and’ is 80 con- 
sidered by even the sturdy mountaineers, who 
call it “‘backwoodsy”—just the place for an 
escaped convict to try to hide himself from 
the world. 

The neighbors have had bad surmisesin re- 
gard tothe couple,though the girl said the man 
was her father. He is a brutish, mean look- 
ing man of aboat thirty-five or forty years of age, 
and weighs about 140 pounds. The girl was 
four feet eight inches tall and would weigh 
about seventy or eighty pounds, of dark, brown 
hair cropped short, dark blue eyes, and alto 
gether was a very pretty child. 

Mr. Adais furnished Jolly with $5, with 
which he bought provisions and household 
furniture, and commenced housekeeping. The 
child would often visit Mrs. Adams, who 
lived only a few hundred yards away, but 
always seemed very reticent about talking 
with any one, wearing a sickly, dried-up and 
pinched look. 

A SUSPICIOUS CIRCUMSTANCE. 

Mr. Adams had occasion for a hand and 
went to his house eight daysago just before 
daybreak, and on nearing the house he recog- 
nized the girl's voice, crying piteously: ‘For 
God’s sake leave me alone; you are killing 
me.’ Mr. Adams hallowed, and Jolly 
jumped up and ran out of the door on the op- 
posite side of the house and came 
around to Mr. Adams and asked him what he 
wanted. Mr. Adams told him, and he then 
said that he was sick and he could not go off 
to look for cattle. Since that time he nas not 
done any work at all, but Jay around the house 
and out inthe woods continually until ar- 
rested. He had bought a gun and ammunition 
during this time, and carried the gun with him 
everywheie he went. 

THE CHILD WAS DEAD. 

Friday morning the Adams household was 
awakened by Jolly screaming at the top of his 
voice, and Mrs. Adams hastened to his assist- 
ance, when he told her that he and his daughter 
had been poisoned, and that the daughter was 
dead. Sure enough the child was dead, 
and had evidently been dead 
only a_ short time, for she was 
yet warm. Heraved and torehis hair, and tried 
to get his neighbors to send for a doctor, but 
managed to get along without one. Saturday 
morning Judge E. J. Houston, who lives near 
Nacoochee, was up in that neighborhood, and 
seeing Jolly,inquired about the poisoning. Jolly 
said that if he did not get a doctor soon, imme- 
diately, he would die, though it had then been 
twenty-four hours since his daughter had died. 

Judge Houston examined his pulse and 
looked him over carefully, and told him he was 
not sick at ail, and that he wanted him to re- 
late the story to him. 

THE STORY HE TOLD. 

Jloly said Mr. Andy Adams and Mr. Alf. 
Helton had given hima bottle of whisky the 
day before, and that he and the girl drank it, 
and were taken sick immediately. 

Judge Houston, knowing both men to be of 
unimpeachabie honor, then and there arrested 
Jolly as knowing something about the crime. 
When the sheriff arrived upon the scene, Jolly 
called Judge Houston and the sheriff to one 
side and said he was 

AN ESCAPED CONVICT 
from the penitentiary of Mississippi, where he 
had been sentenced for ninety-nine years; his 
name was not Jolly, but Charles Johnson, and 
that the child was the daughter of a woman 
by the name of Bell, of Gaffney City, S. C., 
who had given the child to bim last July, but 
ailed to say where he had been between that 
time and the time he came_to White county, 
THE PEOPLE READY TO LYNCH HIM. 

By this time the coroner had his jury sum- 
moned and took up the case, and after a post 
mortem examination pronounced her poisoned 
at the hands of Charlies Jolly, or Johnson 
He was then taken to Cleveland for safe keep- 
ing, but just in time to save his neck, as the 
people of the neighborhood were 
preparing to. lynch him, for the 
girl had not only’ been poisoned, 
but abused by brutal treatment, as she was 
simply horrible to behold. 

The coroner's jury, after returning their ver- 
dict, went to their homes, and the undertaker 
took the body in charge tv bury, but in dress- 
ing it, he found that she had her neck broken 
also. Your correspondent viewed the remains 
and felt of the neck, and can say positively 
that the neck was broken. 

The only motive that can be attributed, and 
which. by the way, isa very ~~ one, is that 
he wanted to get rid of the girl, so thought the 
best thing would be to put her out of the way, 
and possibly intended to kill others with that 
gun he carried so continuously.

PLAYING WITH DYNAMITE. 


A Serious Accident to a Cedartown Gen- 


tleman. 


CEDARTOWN, Ga., November 3.—[Special.] 
Mr. A. Huntington, the eflicient and popular 
street commissioner of Cedartown, was very 
painfully if not permanently injured this 
morning by the explosion ofdynamite. Early 
in the morning Mr. Huntington had placed a 
dynamite cartridge under a stump in a new 
street being opened up, for the purpose of 
biowing it up, but the cartridge failed to 
shoot.

Theaccident 
was witnessed by several persons who were 
near, and by these Mr. Huntington was taken 
to his house, where his wounds were dressed 
by Drs. Engiand and Liddell. Dr. Chapman 
came in later. His physicians say that the 
injuries, while quite painful, are not serious, 
with the exception that possibly one of his 
eyes may give him a good deal of trouble.

A PROMINENT MERCHANT FOUND | 


An Empty Laudanum Bottle and a Vial Half 
Filled with Morphine Indicate that 
He Committed Suicide. 


Mr. W. J. Barfield, a merchant of Palmetto, 
Ga., was found deadin his room, atthe St. 
James hotel, early yesterday morning. 

His death was caused, as the coroner’s jury 
found, by an overdose of morphine and 
laudanum. 

Whether it was suicide or not, the investi 
gation did not disclose. . 

Here are the details of the tragedy: 

Sunday evening, Barfield came to the St. 
James and engaged a room for the night, and 
also stating that he would take breakfast in 
the morning. 

He paid for his lodging and breakfast in ad- 
vance, and asked to be called at 6 o’clock. ; 

Mr. Barfield was apparently suffering from 
some nervous disorder, for when he attempted 
to sign his name on the register his hand trein- 
aes ” that he was compelled to abandon the 
effort. 

The landlady showed him his room, leaving 
him there. 

About 12 o’clock that night in passing along 
the hall she noticed that the gas in his room 
was still burning. 

She went in to turn it out, and in doing so 
aroused Barfield, who remarked that he had 
fallen asleep and forgotten to turn the light 


out. 

At 6 o’clock the servant called the guest, as 
he had requested, but to his repeated callings 
there was no answer. 

Suspicion was aroused, and the room was 
entered through a transom. 

Bartield was found stone dead in his bed. 

Sticking to the point of anopen knife, whigh 
was lying on the mantelpiece, a-cork was 
found. ‘This led to further search, which re- 
sulted in the finding of an empty laudanum 
bottle in the alley below his window: 

The bottle was labeled. Between the mat- 
tresses of the bed a half empty bottie of mor- 
phine was found. It was not labeled. 

The laudanum bottle bore the stamp of a 
Palmetto druggist. 

WHO HE WAS. 

W. J. Barfield was a merchant of Palmetto. 
At least he was engaged in business there up 
to last Saturday, when he was closed up by his 
creditors. 

This financial trouble, together with the de- 
moralizing effects of a protracted spree, is as- 
signed as the probable cause of his suicido, if 
suicide it was. 

Ue was one of the best known and wealth- 
iest men of Palmetto, and it is not thought 
that tinancial trouble alone could haveinduced 
him to take his own life, as he was worth con- 
siderable over and above his liabilities. 

He was thirty-eight years of age, and leaves 
a wife and six children. 

One doliar and sixty-nine cents was ail the 
money found on his person. A paper figuring 
up his liabilities and assets was also in his 
pocket. These figures footed up $17,399.85 as 
his total assets above iabilities. 

When he left Palmetto he carried a hand- 
grip, but this nor any clue to it has been found. 
It is supposed to have contained a good deal of 
money. 

Mr. Barfield carried $3,000 in life insurance. 

The body was taken to Palmetto yesterday 
afternoon at 5o’clock, after the coroner’s in- 
quest. 

The verdict of the coroner's jury was that 
“‘the deceased came to his death by an over- 
dose of morphine and )audanum, but whether 
taken with suicidal intent is not known.’’

Ifthe negroes went 
to the polls to vote for Haskell, in the Char- 
leston and Port Royal districts, they would be 
quite certain to vote for the congressiona! can- 
didates in these districts. Consequently Col- 
onel Brawley and Colonel Elliott, the demo- 
cratic candidates for congress in these dis- 
tricts, will exert all possible efforts, not 
contrary to § any law, toi prevent 
the negroes from voting at all. Thas 
you can see what the effect upon Mr. Haskell 
will be. It is this that will defeat him. 

“‘In the congressional districts I can see no 
danger in any except the first, ninth and 
seventh. But Brawley, Stackhouse and Elliott 
are strong, and I believe they will be elected, 
unless the Haskell men exert supreme efforts 
to bring out the me vote.”

The Georgian Military Institute Is Now a 
Chartered Corporation—The Incor- 
porators Ready for Business, 


The Georgia Military Institute? 

A charter for this new educational institu 
tion was grantedin the superior court yes- 
terday. 

Those in charge of the enterprise are men of 
means and energy, and it is understood that 
the incorporation will proceed at once to 
carry out their plans as set forth in the 

tition. 

On the 20th of September last Professor 
Charles M. Neel, Captain John Milledge, 
Major John A. Fitten and Judge R. L. 
Rodgers, of Fulton county; Messrs. A. L. 
Hartridge and Charlies 4. Olmstead, of 
Chatham county; and Mr. James A. Robert- 
son, of Habersham .county, petitioned 
the superior court of Fulton county 
for a charter incorporating aschool to be known 
as ‘‘The Georgia Military Institute.” 

OBJECTS OF THE SCHOOL. 

As set forth in the petition the objects of the 
school are the education, military training and 
discipline of young men who may desiro a mil- 
itary education. , 

Further than this the incorporators wish to 
confer degrees on such matriculates of the school 
as shail graduate, under the rules and pro- 
visions prescribed for the government of the 
school, after they have been found qualified 
by a proper board of examiners to receive such 
degrees in allNbranches of arts, sciences and 
literature as may be taught in the school. 

| THE CAPITAL STOCK. 

“The capiial stock of the corporation is 
fixed at $100,000, with power to in- 
crease to $200,000 when such an increase 
shall be deemed necessary and proper by the 
stockholders. This stock is divided into 
shares of $100, 10 per cent having been already 
paid in by the stockholders. 

The institute isto be located in or near At- 
lanta, and will add another tothe great educa- 
tional institutions of this city, already famed 
for thenumber and variety of its schools and 
colleges. 


AX AND HATCHET. 


Two Negro Women Are Horribly Beaten by 
Their Husbands. 

Ax and hatchet. 

They did bloody work last night. 

Mrs. Lizzie Holmes was seriously injured in- 
ternally by being struck a terrible blow in the 
chest by a brutal husband. 

Celia Wilson was probably fatally beaten 
over the head with a hatchet by Charlie Huff. 

Her skull is fractured in three places, and be- 
sides a half dozen other wounds were inflicted 
upon her head and face by the merciless 
hatchet. 

: Here are the particulars of the Wilson af- 
air. 

About 9:30 o’clock Celia Wilson was brought 
to the drug store of Hayes Bros., on Decatur 
street, by another negro woman. 

As soon as the Wilson woman, who was 
bleeding profusely from a half dozen or more 
wounds on the head, wasin the hands of Dr. 
Hayes, the woman who brought her there left 
the place very suddenly. 

It was afterwards learned that her name was 
Ama Walton. She and her husband were 
arrested and locked up, charged with being 
implicated in the affair. 

he police were called inand the injured 
woman takenfrom the Hayes drag store to 
the hospital, where her wounds were at- 
tended to. 

As stated, they were found to be very 
serious, and it is possible that the woman may 
die. 

She was unconscious forsome time, but late 
last night revived sufficiently to tell the 
ofticers that Charlie Huff had been her as- 
sailant. 

Her room was searched, and there a bloody 
hatchet and a bloody apron were found by the 
officers. . 

The woman said Huff had used the hatchet 
in his murderous assault upon her, but was 
not able to go into the particulars of the bloody 
affair. 

Huff has notso far been arrested, though 
thorough search was made for him last 
night. 

And the Holmes affair. The story was told 
by gga negro boy, the wounded woman’s 
child. 

Holmes came home drunk and a quarre\ 
arose between him and his wife. 

He grabbed an ax and struck her a terrible 
blow on the chest with the blunt end of the 
weapon. He then ieft the house, which is on 
Thompson street, near Peters, and has not yet 
been caught. 

The aitair happened about midnight. Phy- 
sicians were summoned by the police who 
were called tothe scene, but the exact extent 
of the woman's injuries is not yet known. 

That she was seriously hurt by the blow was 
plainly evident from her condition when dis- 
covered by the officers. 

Shé was then suffering from internal hem- 
orrhage, bleeding profusely from the mouth 
and nose, and up to an early hour this morning 
she had not become abie to speak. An ugly 
wound was made on her breast. 

Mrs. Huff was terribly beaten once before by 
her brutal husband.

Mr. Biaine’s Testimony. 


Mr. Blaine, in his Canton speech, tried to 
make a point for the republicans from the 
prosperity following the tariff of 1846. It, 
will be interesting to read the testimony 
which Mr. Blaine gave about this on another 
occasion—when he was writing history. 

In his ‘*‘Twenty Years in Congress,’’ Mr. 
Blaine wrote: 

The whig victory of 1848 was not sufticientlyv de- 
cisive to warrant any attempt, even had there 
been a dles:re, to change the tariff. General Tay- 
lor had been elected without subscribiug toa 
platform, or pledging himself toa specific meas- 
ure, and he wae therefore in a position to resist 
and reject appeals of the ordinary partisan char- 
acter. Moreover, the tariff of 1ei6 was yielding 
abundant revenue, and the business of the coun- 
try was in a flourishing condition at the time his 
administration was organized. Money became 
very abuniinnt after 1549, large enterprises were 
undertaken, specuiation was prevalent, and fora 
vonsiderable period the prosperity of the country 
was gencral and apparently genuine. After 1852 
the democratic party had alinost undisputed pos- 
session of the government and had gradually be- 
come a free-trade party. The principles embodied 
in the tariff of 1846 seemed, for the time, to be so 
entirely vindicated and approved that resistance 
to it ceased, not only among the people, but 
ninong the protective economists and even among 
the monufacturers to alarge extent. So general 
was this acquiescence that, in 1856, a protective 
eaviff was not suggested oreven hinted by any 
one of the three parties which presented presi- 
dential candidates. 


The tariff of 1846 averaged only 23 per 
cent, and after ten years’ trial the people 
were so well satisfied with the result of tariff 
on a revenue basis that, finding a surplus in 
the treasury, both parties agreed to a reduc- 
tion, which left the average only 15.66 per 
cent.

=f miaster General Wanamaker, 

Last week The Leavenworth, Kansas, 
Times printed an account of a raffle at a 
church fair. The postmaster promptly con- 
fiscated the entire mail edition. Colonel 
Anthony, the editor, reprinted the story of 
the raffle in his next issue, with a double- 
leaded editorial insisting upon his right to 
publish the news. The postmaster was on 
the watch, and the paper was excluded from 
the mails. 

Editor Anthony telegraphed the facts to 
Washington, and Wanamaker replied that 
the postmaster was simply carrying out the 
law. ‘Then the nwspaper man got his blood 
up. He consulted able lawyers and filed a 
suit for $10,000 damages against the post- 
master and his bondsmen. The petition de- 
clares that the rights given to an American 
citizen by the federal constitution, and to a 
resident of Kansas by the state constitution, 
to publish the news have been grossly vio- 
lated by the postmaster. It is the opinion | 
of the best lawyers in Leavenworth that the 
plaintiff has a good case and will recover 
damages. 

The suit is one of great interest to all 
_mewspapers, and if it is successful similar 
suits will doubtless be brought all over the 
* country. The Times is not contending for 
~ the right to advertise a raffle inadvance. It 
simply claims that after the raffle has taken 
plore: it is J eneirenie to print the facts and 
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Godwin as @ Liar.

‘Godwin, ‘of 
The New York Commereial’ ‘Advertiser: 

This man, with. thin ‘coftecience and | 
copper face, n+ his zeal. for the success 
of a hybrid ticket in New York city, the 
object of which was to demoralize the 
stronghold of democracy, asserted that 
certain editorial utterances of the south. | 
ern press had been supplied by a Tam- 
many literary bureau.

DISCUSSED AT LENGTH IN THE GEN- 


ERAL COUNCIL, 


And the Bids for Iron Pipe Go Through by a 


Scratch—The New Electrie Lines-- 
Other Important Items.

Atlanta’s new waterworks was discussed by 
the members of the general council for more 


than an hour yesterday. 


And at one time the rosult was quite doubt- 


ful. 
Mr. Kontz, chairman of the committee, 


arose in his place, saying: 


“T have bere a report touching the new wa- 


" ” 
terworks I desire to present. 

The paper read: 

The undersigned committee on new waterworks 
hereby report that, pursuant to instructions, they 
have advertised and received bids for the cast iron 
mains. the pumps and other outtit for the pro- 
posed new works. Tie committee haye not con- 
cluded their laborstoany partof the duty as- 
signed them, except so faras relates tothe cast 
fron mains and specials. It is deemed very impor- 
tant thatthis mucthof the subject be acted on 
without delay, 60 that the foundries 
way be engaged during the winter 
in making the pipe, a workthat must neceasarily 
Gonsume muehk time for the great quantity 
wanted. Your committee herewith lay before 
your honorabie body ai! the bids received for said 
pipe. Ps : 

The bid of the Howard- Harrison [ron Company, 
of Bessemer, Ala., toiurnish the same at $22.24 
per ton is the lowest for pipe, and 22! - cents per 
pound for specials, in the yuagment of your com- 
mittee the bet bid, and they recommend that the 
same beaccepted. 

This contemplites the laying of the mains and 
Jocation of the works accordjug .o what is Known 
asthe “Herring” plan, and being the same %s 
heretofore approve d by your body. 

Your committee have before thei entirely eligi- 
ble bids torthe pump, but they are proceeding 
with deliberation, and are aided wy an ex- 
pert, so as to insure ~selecting the best. 
As to this latter and other brincaes of tulsa 
work, your committee ask tor fees this tline, 

Ihe report was signed by A. L. Kontz, 
chairman; Joe Hirsch and Hugh T. Inman, of 
the waterworks committee; Aaron Haas, 
George Winship and W. W. boyd, of the 

‘water board, and George Hiilyer, H. H. 
Cabiniss, W. A. Hemphill, A. W. Calhoua 
and Joe! Hurt, of the citizens’ comninittee. 

“Now,” remarked Mr. Kontz ashe finished 
his report, ‘‘Judge Hillyer, chairman of the 
citizens’ committee, is here and hasa paper 
he'd hke to read.” 

Judge Hillyer was given the floor. 

“What I have tosay,”’ said he, ‘‘upon this 
subject I have reduced to writing and will 


read it.” 

The judge then read: 

The undersigned begs leave to state a8 reasons 
for joining in the accompanying report, that 
whilst he is «of the opinion that 
better water than Chattahoochee 
can be had from smaller streams, such as Long 
Isiand creek, Game creek and other similar 
streams inthe vicinity by purchasing the entire 
watershed of each, and moving all men and ani- 
mals off and stopping all cuitivation, control the 
drainage area anid Keep it clean, and thus have 
clear, pure water fer ali time to come; yet after 
full discussion the majorty of the committee 
pretcr the river, and the writer fears that more 
delay and harin may come from discu&sion over 
the matter than the difference is worth in the 
present stage of the question. ‘The city will need 
this same pipe and laid in the same general direc- 
tion if wo were now tou pump from Long Island 
creek or othcr streams in the vicinity. Sothat 
should the river prove unsatisfactory, the work of 
the Herring pian would not be Jost, but could be 
easily extended and adapted te the other sources 
of supply. 

For these reasons the writer has joined in the 
report and recommend, hoping that the river 
may do better than ine fears it will, but at the 
Bame time knowing that if it does not, then the 
work proposed will be ouly 380 much accomplished 
towards revsching the more distant and better 
Bources of supply. 

“The validity of those water works bonds 
has not been settled,’’ remarked M7. Middie- 
brooks, ‘‘so where’s the money to come from 
with which to make the city’s part of that 
contract.”’ 

‘*The committee,’’ eaid Mr. Kontz in reply, 
“thas examined ali the bids carefully, aud as it 
requires time to get out these pine, we decided 
to accept this bid, of course subject to 
the approval of the body. As to the 
money to carry out our part 
of the contract, I think that 


is settled. We had ono election, and those 


bonds are in the supreme court. Then to make 
the matter certain we had the second election, 
and we all know the resu!t,’”’ 

‘The bonds have been sold,” said Mr. 
Inman, ‘‘to Atlanta banks, and they are ready 
to take them when delivered.’’ 

“TL think,’ said Mr. McLendon, “that we 
are going too fast in this matter. I don’t be- 
lieve in binding the city to that contract until! 
the bonds are declared legal. Suppose they 
are not legal, then where are wt going to get 
the money to pay forthem’? [ say let’s wait 
awhile.”’ 

“For myself,’”’ said Mr. Woodward, ‘I 
doubt the legality of the last election. There 
people voted who had no right to vote, 
and I believe if the election was _ con- 
tested it would be declared illegal. 
I don’t think we should be ina hurry about 
Jetting these contracts. I’m in favor of wait- 
ing and letting the peopio vote on this at the 
December election.”’ 

“We have twice voted $250,000 of bonds,” 
eaid Mr. Hendrix, ‘‘and there appears to be a 
question as to both elections. Then at the De- 
cember election we are to vote for $350,000 
more. Suppose the elections heid are all right 
and the bonds are legal and we lose the De- 
cember election? Why, we just can’t do any- 
thing, as the $250,000 won’t be enough. Sol 
think we will be much wiser to wait until 
after the December clection, any way. Ye 
can’t lose anything by Waiting.” 

Mr. Haas agreed with Mr. Hendrix. 

‘In my opinion,” said Mr. Howell, ‘‘the last 
election was a legal one, and no shadow 
can be castuponit. I'd like to ask the city 
attorney for his opinion.”’ 

Judge Anderson said he thought there conld 
be no doubt as to the legality of the last elec- 
tion. 

Mr. King concurred with Judge Anderson. 
Inman, ‘‘that we had 
better close this contract with the proviso the 
bonds are issued, and vo on with the work.’’

F. Maddox, president of the com- 
pany, and asked for some facts about the 
progress of this great enterprise which means 
go much for Atlanta.

ir’S THE ONLY ONE. 

“Do you know,”’ coutinued Colonel Maddox, 
that the Atianta and Florida is the only road 
thatigran inthe interestof Atlanta? It is 
the only rvad that has its headquarters in At- 
Janta, excent probably the Western and Atlan- 
tic, and they will likely be moved to Nashville 
under the new management.’’ 

AS TO EXTENSION. 

“Js there ey probability of an extension of

that the men who put their money in the road 
could rely upon this patronage; that would, 


in wy judgment, build the road, but to control 


it in the interest of Atlania it would be neces- 
gary to put some money in it. 

“Cincinnati expended large sums of money 
in the Cincinnati Southern, which has given 
her words of business from the southern 
states that she did not have before. If At- 
Janta shows the enterprise that she has form- 
erly had the reputation of, she can take this 
road to the sea and hold it.”
